THE BATTLE. 


A French Repert of It. 
Bordeaux, Jan. 12 —A general battle was 
ought on the llth under the walls of Le 
Mans. The Germans attacked the French 
army of the Loire along the whole line. Gen-

Wing of the French, held his position on the 
right bank of the Huisue, and General Co- 
lombe on the left and center, fighting desper- 
ately for six hours. The French maintained 
most of their positions, The Prussian forces 
epgeced are estimated at 190,000.

VERSAILLES, Jan. 12,—There was fighting 
near Le Manson Wednesday. The Germans 
captured the suburbs of Champagne Chateau 
and Chateau Arche, with several Parrott 
guns. The number of prisoners taken the 
day before bas ewelled to 5,000.

Lonpon, Jan. 13, 2:30 a. w.—The army un- 
der General] De Chausy was completely de- 
feated near Le Mare by the Second German 
arwy, commanded by Prince Fredenck Charles 
and the Grard Duke of Mecklenburg.

THE SIEGE OF PARIS. 


Desiructive Effect of the Prussian 
, Fire. 


Lcxpox, Jan. 13.—Dispatches from Paris 
dated the 9th and 10th are received, confirm- 
ing the destructivé effect of the cnemy’s guus 
in the neighborhood of L burg Gardens. 
The destruction of b in that neigh- 
borhood is everywhere visibie, and the sub- 
urbe bave been entirely destroyed by the en- 
emy’s fre. The southwestern suburban part 
of the city is m ruins, and seems hopelessly 


‘given up to the rarge of the Prussian fre. 


The damage fo the tufidings in the neighbor- 
hood of St. Jacques is great, and when the 
dispetch left was still proceeding. The gen- 
eral impression was that neither life nor prop- 
erty in that vicinity was safe. The battery at 
Clarmonunt is doing the Prussians good ser- 
vice, and the report is already received that 
the accuracy of its fire was telling with great 
effect. The report is confirmed that shells 
undoubtedly reach the Place de la Concorde.

THE CINCINNATI BRIDGE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Capt. A. G. ‘Bigely, 
of Cincinnati, representing the river interest 
sgainstthe Newport and Cincinnati bridge, 
appeared before the House committee to day, 
end made argument that it was an obstruc- 
tion to navigation, and asking that it be made 
to conform to the army engineers’ report.

LIQUOR TARIFF. 

Secretary Boutwell was before the Ways and 
Meavs to-day to suggest a modification of the 
tariff, so that brandy, gin ard rum should pay 
the same rates of duties. There ia now a dis- 
crimination of fifty cents per gallon between 
gin and rum and brandy against the first two 
liquors, 

THE REFUNDING BILL. 

The Houge to-day passed the tbree-hundrea 
million 5 per cent. refunding-hond bill, with 
an amendment, which sends it back tothe 
Senate, providing that the bill shall not be 
construed to iseue a greater amouut of bonds 
than was provided in the July act. The Sen- 
ate will readily concur.

lose; that the capital stock of the Concern is 
not what it is represented to be upon tbe 
books of eaid Concern; that improper entries 
have been made in said books, whereby 
great acd important transactious bave been 
rendered uniuteligible; that many important 
safeguards are systematically neglected, as a 
result of which a wide margin for frauds and 
errors exists, and important information diffi- 
cult or impossible to be accurately obtained;

condition be made upou the basis of informa- 
tion furnished by said books and inventories. 
In a single item of leather, more than $25,000 
worth was purchased during 4 aner g of twenty 
months above what has been used, which has 
never been accounted for. In the 
item of , the system of making 
purchases was allowed and practiced whereby 
a map having po legitimate connection with 
the Book Concern controlled the purchase to 
his own profit and to the loss and discredit 
of the Concern.

COMPARATIVE CosT. 

In addition to what I have heretotore said 
in regard to thecomparative cost of the wide 
and barrow gauge roads, wish to submit 
further statement of facts, showing the cor- 
rectness of ube views expressed by me. 

Mr. Boyd, civil engineer, says: “The cost 
of a railway is, all otuer conditions being sim- 
ilar, controlled to a great extent by the gauge, 
Assummg a gauge of 5 feet 6 inches for trank 
lines, it by no means follows that for triba- 
tary lines aud independent lines, in country 
districts, @ barrow gauge (say 8 fect) might 
not be introduced with advantage: It is con- 
ceded thatthe resistance due to curves de- 
creases-as the width between the rails is re- 
duced, as sharper curves could therefore ve 
it troduced without a currceponding increase 
in the resistance. 

“Heavy earthworks could be avoided, with. 
eut resort to steep gradients, and narrow 
gauge tnbutaries could .be carried into man; 
districts where lives of the wider gauge wou'd 
be enormously expensive, 1D >oib coisiruc 
tion and eperatior. 

_ “Thie reaction of the gauge would be fol- 
lowed by a diminntion of the cost of every 
part of the road, from the turning of the firs! 
sod to the driving of the last spike, as follows: 
Saving on earth, 50 per cent.; om masonry, 25 
per cent.; the ponth a would weigh from 
twelve to fourteen tons, instead of twenty- 
@ignt tons, and the weight of the rails, chairs, 
&c., being proportionately less, the cost of 
permanent way would be about one-half, with 


ing stock. 

‘The railway of narrowest guage used for 
passenger traffic, worked by locomotives, is 
in Meriogethshire, Wales—gauge, 2 feet. Be 
tween June, 1863, aud February, 1865, the 
four enpines employed on this road (744 ton-) 
bad run 57,000 miles without leaving tue rails 
—the steepest gradient being 1 in 60. Up 
these gradients, these engines take a load of 
50 tons at teh miles an hour; sharpest curves 
on the line 132 teet radius.”’ 

COST OF NARROW GAUGE, 

Il am persuaded that the estimate of cost ot 
building a narrow-ga railroad, sumitt:d 
in my first letter, is approximately correct. I 
believe that, in such a country as spreads out 

i through the county to the 
river, a railroad of gauge of 
three feet six inches can be built for less than 
the estimate made. In fact, in'‘some places, 
for short distances, without resorting to steep 
gradients or short curves, miles of road, in 
different sections of our Slate, can be and 
will be built for from six thousand to ten 
thousand dollars per mile. This is but little 
over the cost of some turnpi«es. I believe 
the pike from Lexington to Danville cost from 
i thousand to seven thousand dollars per 
mile. 

In a letter dated the 9th inst., just 
received by me fiom Bsird & Co, 
of Philadelph the most exXtensive 
locomotive builders in the world, 
they say: ‘‘The narrow gauge roads about 
coal mines, &c., in this ee on which 
our small locomotives, lke ‘CinderelM’ (a 
photograph of which they inclosed), are uzed, 
are laid with a T-rail weighing from 30 to 40 
pounds per yard. Experience shown that 
30 pounds is heavy enough for engines of the 
weight stated. Cast chains, costing 20 cents 
each; spg@ie half inch equare by 5y inches 
long, weighing 40 pounds to the hundred, and 
cross-t1és 44 to 5 feet long. 5 to 6 inches face 
to 5 to 6 inches deep, laid 2 feet to 2 feet 6 
inches apart, are used with rails of this size. 
We estimate that, exclusive of grading, right- 
of-way, bridges, culverts, &c., a narrow gauge 
track can be laid for about five thousand dol- 
lars per muile,”” I venture to predict that io 
a few years the narrow gauge raulroads will 
be adopted for all short lines, in mountain- 
Ous and uneven regions, in the mineral dis- 
tricts, &c., as feeders to trunk lines, &c. 


CHARACTER OF STRUCTURE. 

Thereis evigently a mistake in the public 
mind as 'o the charaeter of the entire structure 
of narrow gauge railroads. The same priuciples 
ere adopted and observed in the coostruction 
of these iIlues which are observed in build- 
ing the wide gauge roads. Materials aud 
workmanship of first-class quality are to be 
cmployed. The narrow gauge road is built 
in every respect preciselyas the wide gauge 
roads are built. he graduation and mason- 
ry, the bridges and ties, the iron rails, chairs, 
ard spikes, or fish bars and bolts, locomo- 
tives and cars, switches and tracks, depots 
aud stations, everything is similar and like 
the wide gauge, except allare smaller aad 
cost more than fifty per cent. less, but are in 
all respects fully equal to the same used on 
the first-class wide-gauge roads. 


NARROW-GAUGE ROLLING STOCK. 


There is also a misapprebension as to the 
character and capacity of the rolling stock of 
the narrow-gauge roads. The locomotives 
and cars are built on precisely the same prin- 
ciple that is en ia building the roliing- 
stock for the wide gauge. They are easels 
as well built acd of as od mater The 
epg)nes are smaller and the cars are smilier 
and generally @wanged differently, but all 
have the capacity todo the business of any 
railroad in the State, except the Louisvile and 
Nashville railroad ard the road to Cincinnati, 
and the Evansville, Henderson and Nashville 
railroad, which is a coal and general freight 
road, 

ENGINES. 

As the guage of the road is dimivisbed the 
size, weight and.cost of Che locomotives are 
diminished. Thecylinder, diameter of driv- 
ers, size of tank, guage, &c, are all reduced, 
weighing from ten to sixteen tons, and the 
cost reduced to from $4,750, to 88,350 Meszrs, 

aird & Co., of the Buldwin Locomotive 
Works, in their ietter ofthe 9th inst., before 
referred to, s#y “‘that we can supply locomo- 
trves for narrow-gauge railroads at from $4,- 
753 each and upwards, according to size, trac- 
tiop, power, &c., delivered in Louisville.”

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Attention is cailed to these several rns 
of small engmes as especially salted to the 
working of short branch lives, on which the 
traffic is so Hgbt as not to warrant the expense 
attending the employment of ordinary locomo- 
tives of full weight. Narrow gauge railroads 
it bas been demonstrated, may be covatructed 
and operated so as to yleld a fair profit on the 
capital invested, when full gauge r coul 
only be worked at a heavy loss.

In regard to the Swedish lines of narrow 
gauge, Major Adelskold estimates their ca- 
pacity at 100,000 passengers, and 150,000 tons 
of freight per annum. 

Mr. Fitzgibbon, Chief Engineer of Queens- 
jand, states: ‘‘A railway of three feet six 
inches geuge will accomodate a traflic 
tons of gooda and 800 oe in 
each twelve hours.’”’

THE CAT-O’-NINE-TAILS. 
Public Flogging of a Prisoner 19 
Capada. . 


{From the Toronto Leader.) 

James Greenwood, a young Englishman, 
twenty years of aye, was publicly flogged for 
having attempted to commit an indecent as- 
sault upon a little girl. He elected to be tried 
by a jury, anda verdict of guilty was very 
properly réetursed against bim. The presid- 
ing judge sentenced him to imprisoument 10 
the common jail fora term of fitteen days and 
in addition to receive twenty lashes on the 
naked body, uoder the provisions of the new 
act for such offenses. 

The spectators having been formed ia a 
semi-circle in the corridor, the prisoner was 
ordered by the Sheriff to uvdress and prepare 
for punishment. As soon as the order was 
given Greenwood to realize his unpieas- 
ant position and became pale and anxious 
lookin g. 

THE PRISONER'S APPEARANCE, 

His appearance was anything but prepossess- 
ing. He is of medium hight, hgatly built, 
having a thin or retreating chest, a rather 
poorly-developed body generally, and his skin 
ee a saflrov-like or bilious appearance, 

is tace clearly indicated bis anima! passions 
were stropg and his sense of virtue and honor 
weak. He evinceda do determivation, 
however, and quickly prepared for his fate 
Having recently caught cold, he had a mus- 
tard: plaster on his throat; and he had a band- 
age around the thumb of his right hand, 
which had been bitten by a fellow-prisoner 
with whom he d some trouble. 

GETTING READY FOR THE CAT. 

Having quickly undressed himself to the 
waist, he walked boldly forward and stepped 
firmly upon the triangle to be bound, * Aa old 
soldie-, who had seen this punishment 
inflicted in tbe army, was egelected to 
ply the lash. He assisted in binding Green- 
wood, and did it very  eflectively. 
Ropes were placed around eacno ankle 
and knee and bound tightiy around the triaa- 
gie. His bands were placed in an extended 
position upward aud firmly bound by leather 
straps. In order to protect the neck from 
injury a leather collar was placed 
aroutd it by the sheriff The convict 
was al-o allowed the privilege of retaining a 
leaden bution in his mouth, the beiter 
to keep him from biting bis tongue while be- 
ipg castigatcd—this being the usual custom 
‘in the army. The cat-o’ome tails was pro- 
duced, but did not appear so formidable as 
thoee used in the army. The thongs consisted 
of stout whip-cord, about two feet in length, 
but instead of being knotted on the ends they 
were merely bound with twine. The Landle 
was about the same lepgih as the . 
proper.

. LAYING ON THE LASH. 

The victim being securely pisioned, tbe 
Suesifl handed the *‘cat’”’ to the man selected 
to per’orm the urpleagant duty of plying the 
lasb, and ordered him to proceed, the Sheriff 
couulivg the strokes—one, two, three, &c — 
util the twentieth was inflicted. As the first 
thud was heard upon the shoulders of the 
prirouer he ground his teeth and appe:red de- 
tertuined not to wince; but as the Jashes were 
repeated the pxin was 80 acute thathe com. 
menced to flinch; and, when he received the 
tenth cut, he writhed excitedly and groaned 
heavily. The poor wretch’s flesh began to 
exhibit great red welts, but no blood had 
been drawn. The Sheriff, thereupon, ordered 
the castigator to Jay the lash on harder, and 
this was done accordingly until the whole 
number of strokes were delivered; but still no 
blood was drawn, the absence of the knots 
on the ends of the thongs being 1m tke prison- 
er’s favor. With the exception of the groaus 
which be gave when he received the tenth 
lash, he made no noise, but be evidently felt 
tte punishment very keenly. His back, how- 
ever, presented a sickening appearance, and 
many who wilnessed the castigation feli any- 
thing but a pleasant sensation creeping over 
thew. 

AETER THE FLOGGING. 

The prisoner was then qnickly liberated. 
When his left hand was freed be tore savagely 
at the etrap by which his right haod was 
bound, and unbuckled it. The ropes were 
then taken from his lege, ard he stepped 
firmly down, snd walking rapidly to als 
cothes commenced dressing. [usteid of 
evipeirg any fecling of shame at the disgrace 
whict¥ad overtaken him in presence of so 
many spectators, he glanced toward bis hor- 
ror stmcken feliow-prisoneis aud smiled. It 
was a painfully cick y-looking emile, however, 
that passed over bis features. Having fully 
re-dressed bimself, be was taken back to bis 
eel] without receiving any stimulants or med- 
ical trcatinent of apy kind.

THE HOOF Dt DISORDER. 


A Fatal Contagion Ai Among the Cattie 
n Massachusetts. 


There is caieaeeadl excitement and alarm 
prevailing in the eastero acd soutbera sec- 
tions of Mascachuset!s over a singularly coa- 
tagious and fatul disease which hus recently 
broke out among the catile It is of a epe- 
cies of hoof diseesé. and is said to be the most 
infectious of all the ‘‘ails’’ to which catrle are 
subject, and it spreads with surprising rapld- 
ity in any neighvorbood where it may be in- 
troduceg. It can be communicated to other 
animals, ard it may be aso to the hamao 
race, avd the milk of cows affected by it bas 
bees used ip some instances with fatal effect. 

Not long eince Mr. Caleb Cushing, a you 
farmer of Hivebem, bought a yoke of oxen ®& 
Brighton and drove them home. When they 
reach¢d Hinghom they were lame, acd he took 
them to a blacksmith, when it was discovered 
that their boofs were diseased. Within two 
weeks pot lca3 than seventy head of catile be- 
lorging to some of the choices breeds in 
Hingham were effected by the new hoof dis- 
ease. In some few instances sheep and bogs 
are also affected. Tne citizens are adopting 
the moet stripgent meatures to prevent the 
disease from spreading. Not only is the driving 
of cattle through the streets stopped, but 
po mev are permitted to visit.the stables 
where the sick catile are except those who 
pave the care of them. Itis certain that the 
disease has beeo carti: d from herd to herd in 
the clothes of mep, and that cattle walking 
over the road after alseased cattle have beea 
there haye thus caught the di-ease, The sick 
cows are miiked regularly on the milk poured 

upon the ground, In op the milk 
was given 'o a dog, and it pos the animal’s 
death in a short time. The cattle affec 
are beicg doctored, _— the prospect that 
most of them will be cured. Au effective 
remedy is ealt, which is rubbed into the 
mouth in considerable quantities with a 
gloved hand, care being exercised that the 
saliva be kept from the skio, as it is by no 
means certuin that the buman eystem may 
pot be inoculated with the disease. 

‘The diseare bas also made its appearance in 
Westport, Dartmouth, Little Compton and 
Tiverton, and is creating great avxiety amon 
the farmers in that vicloity, It appears to 
bave been communicated to cattle in Westport 

from a yoke of oxen sold in that place by Mr. 
Kirby, a Brighton dealer, and the discase has 
epread quite rapidly, The cattle of Mr. Tim- 
otby Aiken were first attacked by the oe 
atd in conversation with his sop, George C 
Aiken, who was in this city yesterday, we 
learn tome particulars of the disease in that 
vicinity, e retin that the disease first ~ 3 : 

ears at the upper edge of the hoofs, the 

eng biistered snd the hair appearing greasy. 
Ina tew days ee prong « commences be- 
tweeu the hoofs ard the flesh. Toe inside 
of the mouth becomes biiste and 
tbe cattle drool a frothy mucous, with 
a slixbt show of blood, In some cases 
the torgue turos black. Mr. Aiken, as 
a remcay, first applied blue vitriol and 
spirits of turpentine to the feet, and after- 
wards put air slacked lime on the floor. He 
afterwards used a poultice of lard and sul- 
phur, and then tmed carbolic acid and tar. 
He used no locae remedy in the mouth. He 
is unable to state how beneficial either of the 
applications were, but thinks carboli¢ acid 
and tar the most eflectual. Mr, Aiken ee 
nounces the disease extremely contagious, in 
one case oxen becoming diseased by standing 
wn a frame at a blacksmith shop where othera 
infected had been shod before the disorder had 
made itsappearance. Hogs have cau — it by 
stepping in the excrement of infected cattle. 
At present the disease is ter among 
cattle belonging to Daniel H. Cornell, of 
Westport, ard Richard Lapham, Peleg Butts 
aud Otis Slocum, of Dartmouth. At a meet- 
ing of the Farmers’ Club of Darimouth, on 
Wednesday evenirg,a committee, consisting 
of Messre. William Sarker, Jr., Benjamin 
Cummings and F, 8. Potter, was. appvinted 
to take such action as would tend to prevent 
tbe spreading of the disorder. A rumor hav- 
ing been circulated that some of the diseased 
cattle had been slaughtered and the meat sold 
in New Bedford, the authorities are now 
busily engaged in investigating the charzes. 

In the town of Newbury, too, the disease 
hes also made its appearance. Yesterday the 
discovery was made that the cattle on a fara 
in the Belleville parish of Newburyport were 
sfiected by it. A few days ago a Newbury 
farm“r visited the sick herd ofa neighbor, and 
within a week three of his own cows were af- 

fected. The disease must have been carried 
in bis clothes, as his own cows bad not — 
out of his barnyard. 

‘the Boston Traveller makes the following 
recommendations to prevest the spread of the 
terrible disease: ‘Terrible. us the disease is, 
when left to itsell, if proper remedies are 
seasonably applied it can be cured and the 
liie of the animal saved, and with proper re 
. ulations i's spreed may be stopped. But this 

nly by the eaforcement of 
sanitary measures, Cattle Com- 
missioners of the State are no lopting. 
We hope the authorities of all our 
towns will afford them all possible aid in ¢n- 
forcipg their restrictions upon @ move- 
ments v' cattle, and if greater power is need- 
ed by them we are sure the Legislature will 
giant it without delay. We do not believe 
— of our wilkmen will knowingly furnish 
to their customers the milk of affected ani- 
mals, but the danger is «0 great that the ex- 
ercis® of the utmost caution on their part is 
demanded. There is perhaps less danger that 
the meat of deceased animais wilt be offered 
for sale, but it would give better satisfaction 
to the consumers if théy could be assured by

In 
tem years, and the tonnage of the rel'roads 
above mentioned was 6,004,004 tons, an increase 
of 204 per cent. 

Ir is shown by statistics that commerce ts al- 
ready abartdoninpg the Cape Horn and Isihmus 
Toutes for the Pacific railroad, as last year only 
sixty vessels cleared from New York and Bos- 
ton for California against one hundred aod two 
the year previous. Wito these facts before us, 
the extent of railroads in the Ucited States com- 
pleted, projected, and under coatract is a matier 
whicb ts being very closely studied by business 
men and capitalists. The statements published 
sbow that 54,435 miles of railroads are compieted, 
an increase of 5,574 miles during the year 1870 
out of 15,685 miles. projected, That no more was 
accomplished is attributed to the war iv Europe, 
which interfered with the negotiation of bonds.
